Alligators 


MIAMI (APt — Poachers, 
fearful of proposed federal leg­ 
islation, have begun an all-out 
massacre of Florida's dwindling 
alligator population, says an old 
poacher. 
The poacher said the slaugh­ 
ter quickened after newspapers 
carried stories last week about 
a bill to provide federal protec­ 
tion for alligators and other 
threatened wildlife. 
Two Florida game and con­ 
servation officials agreed. 
“ I would say out of the South 
Florida area there might be 
roughly 1,000 hides sold a month 
on the average,” said the old 
poacher who asked that he not 
be identified ‘‘I would believe 
that would go up to 1,500 to 1,600 
now, and it don’t take many 
months like that to wipe the alli­ 
gator population out. 
“ You can ride all day from 
the east coast to the west coast 
and from the Everglades Na­ 
tional Park up to Lake Okeecho­ 
bee and never even see a gator. 
Ten years ago you might see 80 
or 90 of them lying along the 
banks.” 
He said the bill, which would 
make it illegal to sell any part 
of protected animals in inter­ 
state commerce, scares 
the 
poachers because of the en­ 
forcement powers of the federal 
government. 
“ When you violate a federal 
law that’s something else,” he 
said. 
“ You 
start 
messing 
around with the F B I.” 
He said Florida state laws 
against poaching have done lit­ 
tle to cut down the traffic in ille­ 
gal gator hides. 
‘‘The state laws have never 
been very strong,” he said. 
‘ They’ve been there but the 
judges and courts have been 
very lenient. They just fine you 
$25 or $50 and say don’t do it 
again. But you can make that 
much in an hour.” 
Lt. 
Tom 
Shirley, 
Florida 
Board of Conservation enforce­ 
ment officer, said there is usual­ 
ly a lull in poaching this time of 
year ‘ but this year it’s differ­ 
ent. We need more personnel.” 
The old poacher said the pro­ 
posed federal law would halt the 
traffic in alligator hides at the 
most effective place, the dealers 
who buy the hides for $4.75 a 
foot.

No Sign of Cleaver Yet 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 
three months since Black Pan­ 
ther leader Eldridge Cleaver 
fled arrest in California authori­ 
ties report no trace of him de­ 
spite numerous leads and a 
search that has reached into 
other countries. 
Officially, the F B I will say- 
only that the case is under 
investigation 
But it is known that authori­ 
ties are uncertain whether the 
33-year-old self-educated Negro 
author, considered extremely 
dangerous by the FBI, carried 
out an implied threat to leave 
the country. 
Just before dropping from 
sight Nov. 24, Cleaver said his 
only alternative to serving a jail 
sentence for violating parole 
was to “ get out of the country.” 
That statement, some feel, 
could have been a smokescreen 
to draw investigators off Cleav­ 
er’s path. 
It is pointed out also that 
Cleaver's connections through 
the militant Black Panthers and 
his 1968 presidential campaign 
—he polled 36,385 votes—give 
him numerous allies in his ef­ 


fort to evade apprehension. 
Moreover, the financial suc­ 
cess of his book, “ Soul on Ice,’ 
could provide him with the mon­ 
ey that a life in hiding requres. 
Added to these factors is 
Cleavers natural intelligence, 
attested to by the fact that he 
rose during his years in prison 
from being a semi-illiterate to 
become a writer with critically 
acclaimed skill. 
Cleaver disappeared two days 
before Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall denied a re­ 
quest for a stay that would have 
barred California officials from 
taking him into custody. 
His wife, Kathleen, said Nov. 
26 that the Black Panthers 
would keep her husband from 
going back to prison "by any 
means necessary.” 
When some other top Black 
Panthers, including co-founder 
Bobby Seale, showed up in 
Montreal early in December for 
an anti-Vietnam war confer­ 
ence, 
speculation 
was 
that 
Cleaver, too, made the trip. 
So California authorities ap­ 
pealed to the F B I for assist­ 
ance. and the federal agency en- 


tered the case, charging the Ne­ 
gro leader with interstate flight 
to avoid confinement. 
A wanted flyer, widely dis­ 
seminated by the FBI, was la­ 
beled: “ Caution: Cleaver al­ 
legedly has engaged police offi­ 
cers in gun battle in the past. 
Consider armed and extremely 
dangerous.” 
The apparent reference was 
to the Panthers' gun battle with 
Oakland, Calif., police last April 
6—the incident which triggered 
revocation of Cleaver's parole 
Cleaver was wounded during 
the fray, rearrested and ordered 
to finish the 14-year prison sen­ 
tence he began in 1958 upon con­ 
viction for assault with intent to 
kill. He was freed on parole in 
1967. 
During the time after his re­ 
lease, he served as minister of 
information for the Panthers, 
wrote for Ramparts magazine 
and lectured occasionally to col­ 
lege audiences. 
“ Soul on Ice,” a series of es­ 
says based on Cleaver’s person­ 
al experiences, 
was written 
while he was in prison. It was 
published last year. 


Black Attacks High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
his colleagues sat motionless or 
staring at the ceiling. Justice 
Hugo Black spent 20 minutes 
Monday blasting the Supreme 
Court decision allowing children 
to disregard 
their teachers' 
wishes and wear black arm­ 
bands to school as a protest 
against the Vietnam war. 
“ I want it thoroughly known 
that I disclaim any sentence, 
any word, any part of what the 
Court does today,” he declared. 


“ I have always had the idea. 


he said, “ that the schools were 
to educate children and not chil­ 
dren to educate teachers. ” 
This and other recent strident 
dissents had suggested Black is 
souring on the Court’s some­ 
times libertarian stance and on 
the florishing of protest move­ 
ments across the land. 
But in a birthday interview— 
Black is 83 today—the justice 
declared “ I ’m not mad at any­ 
body at all." 
“ It’s a wonderful world, a 
wonderful country and a won­ 
derful court.” he declared. 


Catnip the Latest 
Thing to 'Turn-On' 


LOS A N G ELES (AP) - Will 
catnip turn you on or is a catnip 
turn-on nothing but a put-on? 
As far as the freakouts in Cal­ 
ifornia are concerned a catnip 
high apparently is the McCoy 
and sales of the stuff are boom­ 
ing. 
A few months ago pet store 
owners thought they had a good 
week in catnip sales when they 
sold a dozen one-ounce pack­ 
ages for 30 cents each. Now 
they report being asked if they 
can supply 25 pounds and even 
100 pounds at a time. 
Robert C. Birtness, owner of 
Long Beach Pet & Seed Co. in 
nearby Long Beach, said one 
man with shoulder-length hair 
came in the other day and 
bought five dozen packages. 
He came back a little bit later 
and ordered 25 pounds. “ That 
was before I knew what it was 
all about,” Birtness said. “ I 
asked why so much catnip and 
he replied. I ’m sending it to 
Sweden because they can t get 
it over there.’ Later. I noticed 
on the package label that my 
supply came from Denmark.” 
Catnip is a strong scented 
herb which cats are fond of. 
The p s y c h e d e l i c coffee 
houses, it developed, are offer­ 
ing catnip as a substitute for 
marijuana. Usually it’s smoked 
in pipes, mixed with things like 
dried alfalfa leaves. 
Pet Dealers Supply Co. of Los 
Angeles is one of the biggest 
wholesalers of pet food supplies 
in the country. Until recently, 
said 
Jack 
Sullivan, 
general 
manager, if a retail shop or­ 
dered two or three pounds of 
catnip “ that was a pretty fair 
order.” Total yearly sales were 
perhaps 300 pounds—to custom­ 
ers from all over the West. 
At Fresno, pet shops report a 
big sales increase 
“ We can’t keep it in stock, 
said one store owner, who de­ 
scribed most of the customers 
as hippie types. 
In 
San 
Francisco, 
whose 
Haight-Asbury district is per­ 
haps the best known hippie-ha- 


ven, there has been no increase 
in catnip sales recently. But 
about a year ago wholesale 
shipments of catnip to San 
Francisco were quite heavy, 
said Sullivan. 
A narcotics expert on the Los 
Angeles police force offers this 
theory: some sharp operators 
are peddling catnip to gullible 
persons seeking marijuana. 
If so. the great catnip caper is 
in the same category as the 
craze a couple of years ago for 
smoking dried banana skins. 
The grassheads who tried that 
one have long since gone back 
to pot.

Did he despair for the future? 
Black replied: “ If there is any­ 
one in the world who dispairs 
less than I do I would like to see 
the color of his eyes so I can 
identify him.” 
In fact he said, with a tw inkle, 
he might even receive a birth­ 
day card from a colleague or 
two. 
“ I would think they would be 
willing 
to 
acknowledge 
my 
birthday.” 
he confided. 
His 
wife, Elizabeth, seated nearby, 
smiled. 
Black, the third oldest justice 
in history, has served 31 and a 
half years—three years short of 
the record established in the 
19th centurv by Justice Stephen 
J. Field. 
“ I have no desire to excell his 
longevity,” Black said. And yet. 
as he always does, he dis­ 
claimed any immediate plan to 
retire. 
“ I have said I would when the 
time comes when I think I 
should,” the justice said. “ I 
have not been told it's time.” 
Black included in his opti­ 
mism the quality of the men 
who will eventually take their 
place on the bench. 
“ This Court has been going on 
since the government began,” 
he said. “ They have always 
found good men to serve.” 
And Black said though he is 
“ very sorry” to see Chief Jus­ 
tice Earl Warren to retire next 
June, he is convinced President 
Nixon, like any president, “ Is 
going to try to appoint good men 
to the court.” 
“ I have no fear about the 
court being destroyed by new 
appointments,” Black said. 
In fact he said it wouldn't 
“ bother” him if a nonlawyer is 
appointed someday. And, he 
added, he wouldn't be disap­ 
pointed if Nixon fulfilled his 
promise to find “ strict construc­ 
tionists” to fill court vacancies. 
Most important, he said, a 
new justice should have “ intel­ 
lectual honesty.” Black added 
quickly: “ And courage to do 
what he thinks is right.”

News Media 
Given Praise 
For Efforts 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
nation's 
news 
media 
were 
praised today for coverage of 
1968 urban disorders and slum 
conditions in a one-year pro 
gress report on the findings of 
the Kerner commission. 
The report commended “ the 
restraint of news media in pre- 
ventin the escalation of disor­ 
der” during riots that erupted 
last spring after the assassina­ 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. 
The review of the year since 
the National Advisory Commis­ 
sion on Civil Disorders analyzed 
the causes and recommended 
cures for city disorders was 
conducted by Urban America, 
Inc., and The Urban Coalition, 
nonprofit organizations dealing 
in urban problems. 
“ When the April violence 
erupted,” the report said, “ the 
media in many cities exercised 
voluntary restraint during vol­ 
atile early hours. 
“ In Washington (where there 
was widespread rioting) on the 
night the disorders started, the 
first televised indication that 
anything was happening was the 
appearance of an almost tearful 
black city councilman ... ask­ 
ing residents to stay in their 
homes.” 
The report said press cover­ 
age of the Kerner commission 
report itself was widespread. 
“ And press coverage of the 
slums and ghettos, criticized in 
the report, increased noticeably 
in 1968.” the progress report 
said.

Q. Isn’t all this o ld stu ff— 
hasn’t It been go ing o n fo r

A The stru ggle between the 
Jews and the predecesso rs o f 
the present day Arab co u ntries 
go es back to Biblical times. Bu t 
the pattern fo r the recent crises 
began to take fo rm with the 
emergence o f the Zio nist mo v e­ 
ment in the late 19 th centu ry 
and reached a peak when Jews 
flo o ded into Palestine in the aft­ 
ermath o f the Wo rld War II per­ 
secu tio ns.

o ppo sed by the Arabs. 
Q Ho w did the British enter 
the pictu re'’ 
A. Britain dro v e the Tu rks 
o u t o f Palestine in Wo rld War I. 
In 1920 Palestine was placed u n­ 
der Leagu e o f Natio ns Mandate, 
with Britain as the administra­ 
tiv e po wer. 
Q. What bro u ght the United 
Natio ns o n the scene? 
A. Beset with increasing Arab 
and Jewish ho stility Britain de­ 
cided to giv e u p its mandate. In 
April 1947 the British tu rned the 
situ atio n o v er to the United Na­ 
tio ns with a pro po sal that the 
Palestine pro blem be co nsid­ 
ered by the General Assembly . 


Q When'’ 
A On No v . 29. 1947 , the as­ 
sembly appro v ed 23 to 13 a plan 
fo r partititio n o f Palestine. The 
United States, the So v iet Unio n 
and France were amo ng tho se 
casting y es v o tes. Britain and 
nine o ther co u ntries abstained. 
The Arab co u ntries cast ’ no ” 
v o tes Jewish leaders accepted 
the plan 
Q What kind o f partitio n

A On May 14, 1948, Britain

an end to ho stilities, the fighting 
sto pped o n No v . 6 
Q What bro u ght o n the 1956 
war'.’ 
A Fgy pt’s natio nalizatio n o f 
the Su ez (’anal in Ju ly hiid been 
u niicceptable to Britain and 
France 
Despite 
the 
tru ce 
agreements, incidents had be­ 
co me co mmo n o n the bo rders 
between Israel and its neigh­ 
bo rs. 
Q What ro le did the United 
Natio ns play in the aftermath o f 
the 1956 war'.’ 
A. To pu t a lid o n Fgy ptian— 
Israeli bo rder strife, the Gener­ 
al As.sembly created the first 
U.N. peacekeeping fo rce—the 
UN. Kmergency Fo rce. 'Diat 
No v . 15 the first UNFF co ntin­ 
gent reached Egy pt - the v an­ 
gu ard o f a 10-natio n fo rce that 
wo u ld 
reach 6,000 at 
peak 
strength. Operating o nly o n the 
Fgy ptian side, the fo rce pa­ 
tro lled the demarcatio n line in 
the Gaza Strip and the fro ntier 
between Israel and Egy pt. 
Q Ho w effectiv e was UNFF’’ 
A. It kept the bo rder qu iet be­ 
tween Egy pt and Israel u ntil the 
fo rce was withdrawn by o rder 
o f U Thant sho rtly befo re the 
war o f Ju ne 5-10, 1967 . Bu t 
UNEF co ntained the seeds o f 
the first real financial crisis fo r 
the United Natio ns. Arab co u n­ 
tries refu sed to pay assessments 
fo r the u pkeep o f UNEF, and 
So v iet blo c members fo llo wed 
su it. This was o ne o f the way s 
whereby 
the 
So v iet 
Unio n 
emerged as a champio n o f the 
Arabs—and a su pplier o f mili­ 
tary and eco no mic aid. U.S. in­ 
flu ence meanwhile waned in 
Egy pt, Sy ria and Iraq. Britain 
maintained stro ng ties with Jo r­ 
dan u ntil recently and France 
with Israel. Parts o f the Amer­ 
ican Jewish co mmu nity po u red 
mo ney into Israel, and llS. ties 
to Israel were stro ng. 
Q. What led to the o u tbreak o f 
the six -day war in 1967*’ 
A. In an atmo sphere o f height­ 
ening po litical ho stility . Israel 
and the Arab co u ntries amassed 
weapo ns. In the spring and su m­ 
mer o f 1966 incidents mo u nted 
o n the bo rders o f Israel and Sy r­ 
ia and Jo rdan. They co ntinu ed 
into the spring o f 1967 , and it 
was o bv io u s that Egy pt and Is­ 
rael—despite the damper o n ac­ 
tu al bo rder incidents du e to 
UNEF—were 
placing 
their 
fo rces o n a war fo o ting. 
Q Why did U Thant o rder 
withdrawal o f UNEF at a time 
when war was threatening'.* 
A. Thant say s he had no o th­ 
er cho ice after Egy pt su bmitted 
a fo rmal requ est o n May 18 fo r 
withdrawal. Israel had nev er 
giv en permissio n fo r the fo rce 
to be statio ned o n the Israeli 
side. Thant’s decisio n ev o ked 
criticism, bu t he co ntended that 
o nce the ho st co u ntry to a pea­ 
cekeeping fo rce demands with­ 
drawal he has no alter, nativ e 


Q. Ho w did the 1967 war end” 
A. With a smashing Israeli 
militarv ’ v icto ry , and Israel in 
co ntro l o f a to tal o f 26,501 
squ are miles o f Arab territo ry '. 
Bu t the war ended with a U.N. 
—impo sed cease-fire, no t a pact 
amo ng the parties inv o lv ed Al­ 
mo st immediately the So v iet 
Unio n began po u ring in new 
arms fo r the Egy ptians to re­ 
place their lo sses. And the pro s­ 
pect o f ano ther war lo o med 
o nce mo re.

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West Berlin Co iiragieo iis, Disco uraged 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — F^resident Nix on is visiting a 
city undaunted by the fact that it is surrounded by 
400.000 Russian and East German troop s, but 
discouraged by the ex odus of its young p eop le, the 
slow-down of its industry, and the absorp tion of the 
United States with Vietnam. 
The week after the invasion of Czechoslovakia last 
summer you could buy West Berhn real estate for 10 
p er cent less than the week before. 
In this resp etd President Nix on’s visit will be 
healthy. West Berlin needs a p sychological shot in 
the arm This is one reason why the West German 
p residential elections were scheduled to take p lace 
in West Berlin on March 5. It was to highlight the 
imp ortance of Berlin and encourage its residents. 
When I interviewed West Berlin's quiet, hard­ 
working Mayor Klaus Si hutz shortly after the Czech 
crisis last summer, he was frank about Berlin's 
p roblems, a bit worried about the p resent, but 
op timistic about the long-range future. 
■‘Berlin is still the chief city of Germany," he 
emp hasized. “ And when Germans take a holiday 
they all want to come to Berlin. " 
The man who has had the greatest faith in Berlin 
and who will help host President Nix on is .Ax el 
Sp ringer, 
the 
big 
German 
p ublisher 
who 
is 
sometimes called “.Mr. Berlin. " He has been the No. 
1 champ ion o f that beleaguered city. 
In fa ct h e 
moved the headquarters o f his p ublishing emp ire to 
West Berlin and built a magnificent building housing 
the Ax el Sp ringer Enterp rises almost on top of the 
Berlin Wall in order to demonstrate his faith in the 
city. 
"This is a great city," Sp ringer told me. “It is also 
a symbolic city. I like it. That is why I moved my 
headquarters from Hamburg here." 
-T he BerUnWall- 
From Sp ringer’s office on the 19 th floor we looked 
down on the famous Berlin Wall, sep arating into two 
p arts a city which once dominated Northern 
Europ e. 
"There is rny wall, and there is Mr. Ulbricht’s 
wall." said Herr Sp ringer, p ointing to the long line 
of masonrv' below “ In some p laces we share the 
same wall." 
Below was not a mere wall, but a series of 
fortificatioas as intricate as any p rep ared by the 
feudal barons of old, consisting of the wall itself 
with a revolving p ip e on top which is hard for 
escap ees to grip , an anti-tank moat; a p lowed strip 
underlain with hidden land mines; a series of 
“ dragon teeth ’ of twisted metal to stop any tank or 
jeep a sp ace m which German p olice dogs run back 
and forth on a steel wire leash, and finally a huge 
mesh wire fence with barbed wire on top . 
Such IS the barricade between East and West 
which FTesident .Nix on will lasp ect. 
.Mr Sp ringer, though the .No 1 civilian champ ion 
of beleaguered Berlin, is a coastant target of such 
liberal journalistic needlers as Der Sp iegel and of 
West Berlin students. Der Sp iegel is p ublished in the 
Sp ringer p rinting p lant, but keep s up the constant 
drumfire of criticism agaia^t its landlord 
Ironically, it was against Sp ringer that the first 
student revolt started last year, later .sp reading to 
f-’aris. Warsaw. 
Belgrade. Columbia and manv 
universities of the United Stales 
West Berlin 
students occup ied the lower floor of the Sp ringer 
building, p aralyzed deliveiy trucks and disrup ted 
newsp ap er p ublication

After the Berlin riots the students at Brandéis 
University near Boston voted to name a $250.000 
p rofessorship which Sp ringer had given Brandéis, 
“ The Herbert Marcuse" chair in honor of the 
.Marx ist-Niet.schean p hilosop her at the University of 
California at San Diego who has become the 
godfather of left-wing students. 
President Morris Abram at Brandéis overruled 
the student vote and named the chair for Sp ringer's 
mother instead. 
Sp ringer has p laced the influence of his p ublishing 
emp ire against anti-semitism and for Israel. He has 
made seven trip s to Israel and become one of its 
staunchest champ ions. 
"Over on the wall are former editors of my 
newsp ap ers. ” he said, p ointing to p hotos in his 
office. "Two-thirds of them are Jewish I owe it to 
them and to the Jews of Germany to make up for 
the terrible crime we committed against them. I 
think most of the p eop le of Germany feel the same 
way. 
"I consider anti-semitism to be one of the major 
crimes of the world, and unfortunately I can see a 
revival of it in Poland. East Germany and now in 
Czechoslovakia." 
Sp ringer p ublishes Bild-Zeitung. a tabloid which 
has the largest circulation in Europ e — 4.7 00.000. He 
p ublishes a total of five dailies, two radio and 
television weeklies, one of which. Hor Zu, has a 
circulation of 4.300,000. 
All of them follow a p olicy of vigorously op p osing 
anti-semitism and consistently p romoting friendship 
with the United States.

Causes, Gets Things Done

It was published one year aft­ 
er the National .Advisory’ Com- 
mi.ssion on Civil Disorders— 
called the Kernel (’ommission 
after its chairman. Illinois (iov. 
Otto Kernel —handed down its 


Mustangs 
Get Food 
From Air 


MINDKN. Nev. (AP) - A hel- 
icoptiM’ haylift has gone into ac­ 
tion in an effort to .save a herd 
of Nevada's dwindling wild 
horses, marooned without fo(Kl 
on a wind-.swept ridge east of 
l.ake Fa hoe. 
"W e fed everything we could 
see. about 35 mustangs, 
said 
pilot Byron Clark after the first 
flight VVednesday. 
"W'e were on a tight schedule 
and kept moving. But we 11 go 
back 'Fhursday and see if they 
ate.’ 
A sheriff s posse and sports­ 
men’s club got together with 
helicopter service owner Ed 
Counts to provide the haylift by 
helicopter at a cost of $i?0 per 
flying hour. 
Counts estimated there were 
40 to 50 wild mustangs scattered 
along a 28-mile ridge on the 
9.(K)0-foot Pine Nut mountains. 
"They re up to their necks in 
snow 'Fhey haven’t got any feed 
and they’re down to skin and 
bones, he said. 
Clark said he set down right 
among the wild horses. 'The 
stronger ones ran away from 
the noise, but some, weak from 
hunger, stayed only about 8(1 
feet away, 
"One group of three with a 
colt were too tired to go any­ 
where," he said. 
Winds have swept the ridge 
almost bare. A series of storms 
scored 
the 
horses 
to 
high 
ground, piling up shoulder-deep 
snow which eventually trapped 
them on the rcxky ridge with 
only a few tufts of grass to eat 
The posse, sportsmen and lo­ 
cal ranchers will try to break a 
trail for the mustangs to walk 
down . but the haylift was or­ 
ganized when It appeared they 
might starve first. 
State law protects the wild 
horses, once hunted by air and 
ground vehicles for dog footl. 


report on the causes of noting 
tliat had nx-ked the nation’s cit­ 
ies in recent summers 
The Kernel ('ommission, with 
a controversial indutment of 
"wlute racism ” as an under­ 
lying cau.se. 
concluded that 
"Our nation is moving toward 
two s(x’ieties. one black, one 
wlute separate and unequal ’ 
'F(xlay. the progress report 
concluded: 
A year later, we are a year 
closer to being two societies, 
black and white, increasingly 
separate and scarcely less une­ 
qual. 
It said the commission had 
accurately prophesied the result 
of the continuation of policies 
prevalent at the time: "Some 
change but not enough; more in­ 
cidents but less full-scale disor­ 
der because of improved police 
and militarv’ response; a decline 
in expectations and therefore in 
short-run frustrations. ” 
Racial problems, the report 
said, were foremost on the na­ 
tional conscience after the as­ 
sassination in April of the Rev. 
Martin buther King Jr. But this 
cTianged after the slaying in 
June of Sen Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy. Crime became the prime 
topic—as well as the prime is­ 
sue in the presidential cam­ 
paign. 
"By the end of 1968." the pro­ 
gress report said, "it was evi­ 
dent that millions of white 
.Americaas were tired of hear­ 
ing about these conditions ” of 
si urn-ghetto life. 
Two members of the Kerner 
(.’ommi.ssion — Mayor John V. 
bindsay of New York and Sen 
Fred R Harris, D-Okla —were 
on the advisory board assisting 
in "One Year bater” 
The Kerner Commission was 
created by former President 
byndon B Johnson. But the pro­ 
gress report noted that the Ker­ 
ner report "was received with 
loud official silence. It was re­ 
leased without White House cer­ 
emony, and administration com­ 
ment was scant. ” 
"Black and white Ameri­ 
cans." the progress report said, 
"remained far apart in their 
perception of slum-ghetto prob­ 


lems and the meaning of civil 
disorders. The gap probably had 
widened by the end of the year 


"The nation has not reversed 
the movement apart. Blacks 
and whites remain deeply divid­ 
ed in their perceptions and ex­ 
periences of .American socJety. 
"The deepening of concern 
about conditions in the slums 
and ghettos on the part of some 
wliite persons and lastitutions 
has been counterbalanced—per­ 
haps overbalanced—by a deep­ 
ening of aversion and resistance 
on the part of others. 
"The mocxi of the blacks ... 
is not moving in the direction of 
patience. 
"The black neighborhoixls in 
the cities remain slums, marked 
'by poverty and decay; they re­ 
main ghettix^s. marked by ra­ 
cial concentration and confine­ 
ment 
"The nation luis not yet made 
available—to the cities or the 


blacks 
themselves—the 
re- 
' s(jurces to improve these neigh- 
borhcxxJs enough to make a sig­ 
nificant change in their resi­ 
dents’ lives. .Nor has it offered 
those who might want it the al­ 
ternative of escape” 
About the most encouraging 
finding of the progress report 
was thiit police and military' 
personnel -apparently 
in 
re­ 
sponse to the Kerner report 
had developed a more sophisti­ 
cated, less violent response to 
rioting. 


Congress came in for a major 
portion of criticism. While au­ 
thorizing programs that might 
have gone a long way toward 
receiving ghetto conditions, the 
progress report said, time and 
again Congress cut away the 
funds for making the projects 
realities. 
The report compared the cur­ 
rent situation against the Ker­ 
ner Commission’s recommenda­ 
tions : 
POVERTY 
"The cycle of poverty in the 
slums and ghettos has been 
slowed by the counterforce of 
the whirring economy," today’s 
report said. "Unemployment is 
down and income is up. even in 
the hardest-to-reach places and 
categories of people. 
"But the cycle of dependence, 
measured by the number of wel­ 
fare recipients, has accelerated 
more than the commission an­ 
ticipated” 
The Kerner Commission rec­ 
ommended creating 2 million 
jobs in the next three years. 1 
million each in the private and 
public sectors. 
One year later. "The largest 
gap remains in the public opera­ 
tion of additional jobs. No pro­ 
posals for these jobs reached 
the floor of Congress in 1968— 
and "All were opposed by the 
Johnson administration” 
The 
Kerner 
commission 
called for tougher enforcement 
of laws against job discrimina­ 
tion. 
While the private sector in­ 
creased voluntary efforts to 
eliminate it in 1968, official ac­ 
tion lagged far behind, the re­ 
port said. No government con­ 
tract has ever been canceled for 
discrimination, 
although 
the 
1964 Civil Rights Act provides 
for such action. 
Annually, since 1964. Congress 
has turned back legislation to 
put enforcement teeth in the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, the progress re­ 
port said. 
The Kerner report called for 
overhaul of the welfare system.

urged tougher enforcement of 
antisegregation laws, increased 
aid to school systems seeking to 
end segregation, and other inno­ 
vations. 
'Fixiay’s report found that 
"Despite a turning away of 
some blacks from school inte­ 
gration as a goal, it has been 
pursued with some success in 
small- to moderate-sized cities. 
There is no evidence of success 
in big cities with sub.stantial mi­ 
nority populations.” 
"(Ihetto schools." the report 
said, "continue to fail. The 
small amount of progress that 
has been made has been coun­ 
terbalanced by a growing at­ 
mosphere of hostility and con­ 
flict in many cities” 
HOUSING 
'Fhe Kerner Commission rec­ 
ommended the coastruction of 6 
million 
low-income 
housing 
units in five years; an increase 
in the rent-paying capability of 
low-income families, 
and a 
"conscious national effort to 
open nonghetto areas to minori­ 
ty residents” It also called for 
a federal fair housing law pro­ 
viding "universal and uniform 
coverage” 
Congressional passage of the 
fair housing law after King s as­ 
sassination. the progress report 
said, was a major step—but 
"It’s impact will be hampered 
by inadequate appropriations 
for enforcement. ” 
And while Congress commit­ 
ted itself to "a well-documented 
housing production goal. ” the

LONDON (AP) — The chips 
are on the table in a showdown 
game between the British gov­ 
ernment and the country’s $1.8- 
billion gambling club industry. 
The government is embarked 
on imposing tough controls on 
legalized gambling to keep out 
assorted underworld mobs. 
The complete suppression of 
commercial gaming would be a 
bigger risk, officials feel. So 
many Britons are inclined to 
gamble 
at the Home Office. 
Britain’s justice ministry, be­ 
lieves the casinos would thrive 
underground in criminal hands. 
"The idea is to make gam­ 
bling a business that is unat­ 
tractive for the big-money mob­ 
sters, but still attractive enough 
for a reasonable number of le- 
giiimate operators,’’ says one 
official. 
If it’s a gamble fpr the gov­ 
ernment, it’s also a gamble for 
the casinos. They have until Fri­ 
day to decide whether to remain 
in business, with their profits 
possibly curtailed, or get out 
while they’re ahead. Some casi­ 
no owners are quiting. Others 
are staying in business in the 
hope that reduced competition 
will compeasate for the con­ 
trols. 
Under a new law, casino own­ 
ers must apply to the (Jaming 
Board for "certificates of con­ 
sent" for themselves, their casi­ 
no managers and gaming super­ 
visors The applications — in­ 
volving a searching eight-page 
questionnaire — must bt* in by 
FYiday. Without the coasent cer­ 
tificates, 
the casino owners 
can’t apply to magistrates for 
operating licenses required by 
the new law 
One source feels several hun­ 
dred casino owners may be 
scared off by the questionnaire 
and not even apply for a certifi­ 
cate One thing is certain; Not 
all applying for certificates will 
get them, and fewer will get li- 
ivases. A goal of the new law is 
to reduce the numbt'r of casinos 
from about 1,200 to 250 or :i(K).

tors, including a Scotland Yard 
man with a reputation for clean­ 
ing up gambling in the Baha­ 
mas.

Britain’s casinos had their 
birth all but accidentally in a 
1960 law legalizing gambling in 
private clubs. The intent was to 
confine gambling, but the law 
was full of holes. It wasn’t too

before 
casinos 
calling 
themselves "clubs" were adver­ 
tising for members, with annual 
dues of around $2.50. payable at 
the door 


They had no trouble finding 
members, mainly among Brit­ 
ain’s middle class. There were 
also the wealthy, and on week­ 
ends adventurous youngsters. 
The gaming law is not limited 
to casinos. It will “ restrict bin­ 
go to a neighborly and sociable 
form of gaming for moderate 
prizes" and will "prevent the 
racketeering that often has ac­ 
companied the supply" of slot 
machines,

says. 
But in bringing the law into 
force in stages, authorities are 
giving priority to the casinos 
Behind this reasoning lurks the 
shadow of the American under- 


world. In the past few years, 
several Americans connected 
with casinos have been kicked 
out of Britain.
